With the help of Amateur Radio Clubs and ham radio operators, astronauts and 
cosmonauts aboard the International Space Station (ISS) have been speaking directly with large groups of the 
general public, showing teachers, students, parents, and communities how amateur radio energizes students about 
science, technology, and learning. The overall goal of ARISS is to get students interested in mathematics and 
science by allowing them to talk directly with the crews living and working aboard the ISS.
